I, against Macon county for 
the care of William Jones, burglar, 
sent from the penitentiary to the 
asylum. T h e stuff Jones got wasn’ 
t 
worth $3 0, 
and Macon county is 
asked to pay a bill of $959.60 for 
the convict’ 
s care. WhenJones was 
sent to the asylum Macon county 
had no institution of its own. 
T h e bill has been presented to 
the county court every six months 
during 
Jones’ 
confinement, 
and 
each time has been disallowed on 
the ground that the patient was 
not a Macon county man and the 
county was not responsible for his 
care after the state took charge of 
him. 
It will be a test case of some 
interest, relating to the enforce­ 
ment of criminal laws, as prosecut­ 
ing attorneys will willingly listen

On a transp ort, wh eth er it carries 
h orses or iniiies, th e animals do not 
h av e wh at is known as a "bad time.”
